is eſpecially obſervable while the 
Leſſons are reading; as if the 
Holy Scriptures, though given 
by Inſpiration of God, were not 
always to be heard, marked, 
learned, and inwardly digeſted, 
that ſo they may anſwer the 
Ends for which they were writ- 
ten, and become profitable ſor 
Doctrine, for Reproof, for Cor- 
rection, for Inſtruction in Righte- 
ouſneſs ; or in one word, good 
to the Uſe of Edifying, 1 Tim. iii. 
16. With regard to ſuch cold 
and careleſs Worſhippers, we. 
may apply to the Church what 
Jacob ſaid of Bethel : Surly the 
Lord is in this Place, and they 
know it not. They do not con- 
ſider, that they are in the im- 
mediate Preſence of Gop, and 
that by ſuch a Behaviour they 
affront him to his Face, while 
they ſhould be devoutly attend- 
ing to his Word, or praying to 
Him, 

Others there are, who do in- 
deed ſhew ſome Inclination to 
mind the Prayers, and all the

reſt of the Service; but they do 
it with ſo much Ignorance, 
Diſtraction, or Confuſion, as 
diſcover that they do not rightly 
underſtand the Difference be- 
tween one Part of the Service 
and another ; or conſider, that 
ſome are Prayers, ſome Praiſes 


and Thanksgivings, ſome public 


Profeſſions of the Chriſtian Faith, 
and ſome no more than Inflruc- 
tions, Commands, or Exhortations 
to the People. We often find 
them repeating after the Miniſ- 
ter what he alone ſhould ſpeak, 
and they ſhould only hearken 
to. They are allo apt, when 
they join in the Prayers, to ſay 
them after him ſo loud, as muſt 
needs be troubleſome, and diſ- 
turb thoſe that are near them. 


Now that ſuch well-diſpoſed { 


Perſons may be taught how to 
order their Devotions better, 
and to worſhip Gop not only 
with the Syirit, but with the Un- 
derftanding too, the following 
Directions are earneſtly recom- 
mended to their Conſideration 
and Practice. 

Firſt then, Have a conſcien- 
tious regard tothis Advice of So- 
lomon, (to whom Gop gave a 
wiſe and underſtanding Heart) 
Keep thy Foot when thou goeſt to 


_ the Houſe of Gop ; and ſo look 


to every Step you take in your 
Approach to it, that you come 
into his more immediate Preſence 
with ſuch Contemplations, Me- 
ditations, and Reflections in your 


Mind, as will lift up your Soul 
unto him, under an awful and 
juſt Senſe of his divine Majeſty 
and Perfections; and with that 
humble and contrite Spirit, which 
dependent Creatures and miſer- 
able Sinners ought to have. Re- 
member, that ſince God is a 
Spirit, your Worſhip of Him 
muſt be ſpiritual and reaſonable, 
ſincere and pure. It muſt flow|F" 
from a divine and heavenly 
Frame of Mind. But yet, as | 
the whole Man conſiſts of Body? 
and Soul together, you mult — 
glorify Him in both; (1 Cor. vi. 
20.) and, conſidering their na- 
tural Union and Sympathy, you E. 
muſt take ſuch Heed to every! 
Geſture and Poſture of you 
Body, as that they may be 
ſuch as will beſt expreſs you 
Humility, Reverence, and Ear 
neſtneſs, and keep up ſuitablc 
Thoughts and Aﬀections ing 
your Soul. Particularly, yo

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Laſtly, In Receiving the Sa- 
crament of the Lord's Supper, 
remember always the exceeding 
great Love of our Maſter, and 
only Saviour in dving for us, 
and the innumerable Benefits 
which by his precious Blood- 
ſhecding He hath obtained to 
us. For you will then at all 
Times draw near to receive it 
with Faith, with a penitent and 
obedient Heart, in Love and 
Charity with all Mankind, and 
with a determined Reſolution to 
forſake thoſe Sins which brought 
Him evento the Death upon the 
Croſs ; which will likewiſe en- 
gage you to ſerve Him in true 
Holineſs and Righteouſneſs all 
the Days of your Life.

thority from Gop, and in his 
Name, as his Ambaſſador.

ſon there preſent ought humbly 
and thankfully to apply it to 
himſelf, ſo far as to be fully 
perſuaded in his own Mind, 
that if his Conſcience tells him, 
that after an unfeigned and un- 
ſhaken Belief in Chriſt, he doth 
really and heartily repent ; he 
will be diſcharged and abſolved 
from all the Sins he had bef-re 
committed, as certainly as if 
Gop himſelf had declared it 
with his own mouth, ſince his 
Miniſter has done itin his Name, 
and by his Power. 

What follows is the Lord's

After 
every one of which (to teſtify 
that it is the ſame divine Being, 
three Perſons and one Gop, in 
Honour of whom theſe Pſalms 
were compoſed, and made uſe 
of in the Jewiſh Church; and 
who is ſtill praiſed and worſhip.

under all Perſecutions, if you

Leſſons) are; the ſame Faith, 
and holy Zeal and Courage, 


when the Nicene Creed is re- 


peated, as when the Apoſtles, or 
the Athanaſtan Creed is ſo. But 
what is moſt particular in this 
Service is, that the 
Ten Commandments 
are ſolemnly read 
by the Miniſter; and to ex-

preſs the greater Authority, as 


pronouncing them inthe Name 
of Gop, he does it ſtanding. 
The Congregation in the mean 
Time is to continue &neeling ; 
not that the Commandments 
are a Prayer, (as ſome weak 
People fancy them to be; nor 
are they to be repeated after the 
Miniſter, as many ignorantly 
do) but becauſe it is with a pe- 
culiar Reverence that we ought 
to hear this awful Declaration 
and Summary of Gop's Will, 
and of our Duty, in the very 
Words of Gop himſelf: and 
becauſe that at the End of each 
Commandment, our Church 
has piouſly directed us to beg 
the Mercy of Gop, in pardon- 
ing what we have been guilty 
of againſt the Rule of that Com- 


mandment, and his Grace to 
keep it better for the future, in 


theſe Words, Lord have Mercy 
upon us, and incline our Heart; 
to keep this Lat; which being 
a Prayer, ought to be humbly 


offered upon our Knees. Be 


very ſerious therefore when the 
Commandments are read; and 
think, as the Miniſter goes 
along in every one of them, 


whether you have not offended} 
Gop, by Thought, Word, or 


Deed in ſomething contrary to 


that Commandment, (for in 


many Things we all offend, as 
the Apoſtle tells us, James iii. 2.) 
And accordingly, when you join 
with the reſt of the Congrega- 
tion in that ſnort Prayer which 
follows each, beg Pardon of 
Gop with a deep and true Re- 
pentance: and, whether your 
Conſcience accuſe you or not, 
be ſerious and in earneſt when 
you beg of Gop to incline your 
Heart lo keep that Article of his 
Law, and to write the Whole 
upon it more effectually. 

This Part of the Service con- 
cludes with a Bleſſing, (to be 
pronounced by the * 
Miniſter alone, and py aro 
not to be repeated e Commu- 
after him) which is en Service.
